The rejection of claim 49 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph (deposit requirement) is 
withdrawn, and should have been withdrawn in response to paper number 26, filed 2/25/02. 

As there remain no appealable issues, the appeal stands dismissed and the proceedings as to the 
rejected claims are considered terminated. All claims are objected to for encompassing non-elected 
species. Applicants are advised that this issue relates to petitionable subject matter under 37 CFR 1.181 
and not to appealable subject matter. See MPEP § 1002 and § 1201. 

This application will be passed to issue on objected claims 46-57 provided the following formal 
matters are corrected: The claims must be amended to delete non-elected species, there being no 
allowable genus. Prosecution is otherwise closed.
